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The  class  of  1945  is  slowly  bringing  to  a  close  the  last  chapter  of  its  high  school  life  which 
began  in  1941  when  we  were  a  valiant  throng  of  freshmen — two  hundred  strong.  At  last  our  dreams 
of  being  in  high,  school  had  been  fulfilled,  and  our  first  task  was  to  elect  our  class  officers,  who 
were  as  follows:  President,  Steve  Nimocks;  Vice  President,  Newton  Robertson;  and  Secretary- 
Treasurer,  Matilda  Alexander. 

Before  long  our  class,  like  all  other  Americans,  were  stunned  by  the  horrors  of  Pearl  Harbor. 
Since  December  8,  1941,  we  have  been  taking  part  in  stamp  and  bond  drives,  scrap  drives,  and  in 
various  other  activities  to  help  win  the  war.  Even  though  we  were  only  freshmen,  we  furnished 
much  patriotic  oratory  in  every  drive,  with  Malloy  Owen,  Newton  Robertson,  Thomas  Hunter, 
and  others  of  our  class  making  slogans  and  speeches  in  chapel  and  over  the  public  address  system. 

Newton  Robertson  won  this  year  at  Commencement,  the  Scholarship  Cup,  the  award  given 
every  year  to  the  high  school  student  having  the  highest  scholastic  average. 

During  our  sophomore  year  we  were  responsible  for  Junior-Senior.  This  was  probably  the 
first  and  only  time  that  a  Sophomore  class  has  had  the  honor  of  being  host  at  a  Junior-Senior, 
but  F.H.S.  had  no  Juniors — only  Freshmen,  Sophomores,  and  Senior's.  This  year  we  chose  Harold 
Threatt  as  our  President,  Newton  Robertson  as  Vice-President,  and  Mary  Covington  Yarborough 
as  Secretary-Treasurer. 

We  had  the  additional  honor  of  furnishing  the  commencement  marshals,  with  Steve  Nimocks 
as  chief  and  Matilda  Alexander,  Jane  Paton,  Mary  Covington  Yarborough,  Phil  Johnson,  and 
Glenn  Overton  as  assistant  marshals. 

The  Student  Body  Officers  were  Jack  Woodell,  President;  Newton  Robertson,  Vice-President; 
and  Charles  Collins,  Secretary-Treasurer. 

In  April  of  this  year  we  were  proud  to  have  a  part  in  helping  our  school  raise  enough 
money  to  pay  for  a  Flying  Fortress  which  we  named  Lafamac  for  our  school  annual. 

Again  this  year  a  member  of  our  class  was  the  recipient  of  the  Scholarship  Cup.  It  was  Bob 
McCoy  this  time. 

Another  year  and  we  were  Juniors!  We  had  as  our  President,  Phil  Johnson.  George  Crumbley 
was  Vice-President;  Matilda  Alexander  was  again  elected  Secretary,  and  John  Stout,  Treasurer. 

The  marshals  for  Commencement  were  chosen  from  our  class  again  this  year,  and  Howard 
Buie  was  chief.  Assisting  him  were  Winnie  Joyner,  Peggy  Moffitt,  Leslie  Bennett,  George  Crumb- 
ley,  and  Billy  Shuforcl. 

Junior-Senior  preparations  were  in  order  again,  ending  with  a  very  beautiful  and  colorful 
dance  that  everyone  enjoyed. 

For  the  third  consecutive  year  the  winner  of  the  Scholarship  Cup  was  a  member  of  our  class. 
This  time  it  was  Hartzel  Lebed.  Other  members  of  our  class  also  won  awards.    ■ 

At  last  we  were  dignified  Seniors!  The  days  we  had  dreamed  of  for  so  long  had  come.  Ahead 
of  us  was  the  responsibility  of  publishing  the  Lafamac.  Peggy  Moffitt  was  chosen  Editor-in-Chief, 
and  Malloy  Owen  was  Business  Manager.  Through  their  wise  planning  and  diligence  and  the  help 
of  a  very  capable  staff,  we  compiled  an  annual  which  we  hope  will  be  the  best  yet. 

In  January  of  our  Senior  year,  Mr.  Tom  Hunter  gave  to  the  school  for  use  in  the  auditorium 
a  Philco  portable  amplifier.  This  he  did  in  the  name  of  his  son,  Thomas  and  his  daughter  Jose- 
phine. Thomas  was  a  member  of  our  class  but  is  now  a  freshman  at  Wake  Forest  College,  and 
Josephine  is  in  Junior  High. 

We  are  glad  that  our  class  has  had  the  chance  to  enjoy  this  useful  gift  and  know  that  it  will 
help  make  the  chapel  programs  a  delight  to  all — even  those  sitting  in  the  rear. 

The  members  of  our  class  have  all  done  their  part  in  the  drives  we  have  had  in  school  this 
year.  Johnny  Terpening  is  chairman  of  the  sale  of  War  Bonds  and  Stamps  and  is  doing  a  good  job. 

The  Student  Council  also  has  done  a  good  year's  work,  a  fact  that  is  very  gratifying  to  all 
seniors,  for  we  feel  that  its  success  is  largely  due  to  the  excellent  leadership  of  members  of  our 
class.  One  of  the  most  important  achievements  of  the  Council  was  the  Pearl  Harbor  Day  program 
on  December  7,  which  was  made  possible  largely  by  the  initiative,  industry,  and  enthusiasm  of 
Malloy  Owen,  who  is  an  Eagle  Scout  as  well  as  the  President  of  the  Student  Council.  This  pro- 
gram'consisted  of  the  dedication  of  the  new  flag  pole  to  the  F.H.S.  boys  who  are  in  the  service  of 
our  country;  the  institution  of  our  daily  flag-raising  ceremony  by  the  Boy  Scouts;  a  patriotic 
speech  by  the  Honorable  John  A.  Oates;  and  an  appropriate  devotional  by  Dr.  Lewis  S.  Gaines. 
In  years  to  come  we  shall  rejoice  that  our  class  had  a  part  in  causing  Fayetteville  High  School 
to  adopt  the  plan  of  beginning  our  daily  work  with  this  patriotic  and  religious  ceremony. 

Peggv  Moffitt,  Nancy  Tillinghast  and  Augusta  Worth,  who  are  members  of  our  class,  have 
helped  with  the  special  activity  period  during  lunch.  Members  of  our  class  also  helped  draw  up 
plans  for  the  Activity  period  in  the  morning.  These  activity  periods  have  been  a  great  help  in 
strengthening  the  morale  of  our  school. 

Since  we  are  the  first  class  required  to  take  the  twelfth  grade,  we  probably  have  the  largest 
Senior  Class  in  several  years,  although  a  number  of  our  classmates  have  left  us  and  are  now  in 
the  service  of  our  country.  We  are  proud  of  all  of  these  boys  and  wish  them  Godspeed  and  a  safe 
return  in  the  near  future. 

Soon  we  shall  be  leaving  F.H.S.  We  look  back  on  the  days  when  we  wondered  if  we  would 
ever  get  to  be  a  senior  and  regret  that  the  time  had  to  come  so  soon.  Every  day  of  the  past  four 
years  holds  for  us  many  pleasant  memories — memories  of  classmates  and  of  the  faculty  who  have 
done  so  much  for  us  as  teachers,  advisers,  and  friends.  There  has  been  work  as  well  as  play,  and 
now  that  we  have  increased  in  age  and  discretion,  we  realize  that  some  of  the  things  we  did  not 
like  at  the  time  were  for  our  good.

BACK  TO   CHURCH   MOVEMENT 

This  year  in  the  high  school  we  have  had  a  back-to-church  movement.  We  feel 
that  it  is  necessary,  not  only  for  our  fighting  men,  but  also  for  the  young  people 
of  our  nation  to  he  conscious  of  our  dependence  upon  God.  We  must  be  aware  of 
the  importance  of  public  worship. 

Once  a  month  during  the  chapel  period  students  of  the  various  denominations 
represented  in  our  school  hold  meetings  for  the  purpose  of  promoting  faithful 
church  attendance.  The  idea  was  sponsored  by  the  Young  People's  Council  of 
Churches. 

During  the  annual  union  services  held  under  the  auspices  of  the  Protestant 
churches  of  the  city,  everyone  in  school  had  the  opportunity  to  attend.  At  least 
eighty-five  percent  of  the  high  school  pupils  went  every  morning.  We  are  grateful 
for  this  opportunity  to  stress  the  spiritual  development  along  with  other  types 
of  education  offered  by  the  public  school. 

This  is  the  fifth  year  that  we  have  had  courses  in  Bible  taught  in  our  schools. 
The  high  school  courses  are  given  entrance  credits  in  the  University  of  North 
Carolina.

Junior  High  Activities  (1944-45) 


The  Fayetteville  Junior  High  School  is  playing  a  vital  role  in  the  war  effort 
on  the  home  front. 

Some  of  the  worthy  activities  that  we  have  sponsored  are  as  follows:  a  daily 
sale  of  stamps  and  bonds,  the  Junior  Reel  Cross  Drive,  the  sale  of  tuberculosis 
seals,  a  magazine  subscription  drive,  and  the  March  of  Dimes. 

Each  morning  money  is  collected  for  the  purchase  of  stamps  and  bonds. 

The  Junior  High  School  joined  the  Junior  Red  Cross  100%,  thus  making  a 
liberal  contribution  to  a  cause  of  local  and  national  importance.  Our  school  also 
made  400  menu  covers  to  be  used  in  a  naval  hospital  at  Christmas. 

The  T.  B.  donation  from  Junior  High  amounted  to  a  good  sum. 

Just  before  Christmas  we  sponsored  the  Curtis  Magazine  drive.  Our  profit 
from  that  was  $475  and  with  this  we  have  purchased  electric  bells  and  a  public 
address  system. 

Due  to  the  prevalence  of  Infantile  Paralysis  in  North  Carolina  in  1944.  the 
schools  of  the  state  felt  that  they  wanted  to  put  forth  a  greater  effort  toward  the 
success  of  the  March  of  Dimes.  $497  in  dimes  was  collected  in  our  school. 

As  is  shown  in  this  report  our  plan  has  a  three-fold  purpose:  to  help  the  war 
effort,  to  do  our  part  in  bettering  the  health  conditions  of  our  country,  and  to 
improve  our  own  school.
